HUMAN SERVICES LAUNCHES 
“IMMUNIZATION INITIATIVE” 


A statewide, six months intensi- 
fied effort to immunize all Maine 
youngsters against childhood di- 
sease has been launched by the 
Maine Department of Human Ser- 
vices, 

The campaign, tied in with a 
national “Immunization Initiative” 
program is being coordinated by 
the departments Bureau of Health 
and the State Department of Ed- 
ucation and Cultural Services in 
cooperation with community based 
organizations, local officials and 
school personnel. 

Human Servicés Coniniissioner 
David E, Smith said the annual 
survey of Immunity levels of 
children as they enter kinderyar- 
teri was the moving force behind 
the department’s effort, 

“The survey showed many com- 
munities with a low level of im- 
munity for kindergarten age 
children, ati indication that pre- 
school age children wére probably 
even more siisceptiblé to child- 
hood diséases because immuniza- 
tion efforts have not been strorig 
enotigh,’ Smith said. 

Commissioner Smith stressed 
that the school entry survey was 
hot ani indication the schools had 
failed to immunize youngsters, but 
rather a reflection of such thitigs 
as “parental inaction, a failure of 
the médical proféssion to develop 
systems désigned to instreé that all 
‘childteri aré immunized arid a lack 
of understanding as to the severity 
and consequences of these di- 
seases,” 

A new Maine law requires all 
children in school from kinder. 
gartén to grade 6 to be immunized 
against measles, rubella (Germati 
Measles), polio, pertussis Gwhoop- 
ing cotigh),’ diphtheria, tetanus 
(lockjaw). It becomes effective at 
the befinning of the 1978-79 school 
year. : 

“We pushéd for thé legislation, 
and we had a great deal of coop- 
eration from éducatots,” Smith 
Said.

both sides. When there is lobbying 
for.one side of an issue there is

Who does lobby and what in- 
terests ‘are represented under the 
dome in Augusta? 

_ To be sure, “big” business has 
its lobbyists. But s0 do many 
“smaller” interests. A total of 275 
lobbyists and groups were regis- 
tered for 1977.

Company to environmental groups, 
Jabor groups and sportsmen’s or- 
ganizations,’ This figure represents 
both individual lobbyists and or- 
ganizations, Under the law, any 
organization registered can send 
as Many people:to lobby a bill as 
they desire and thus, conservative 
estimates suggest that there are 
at least two fo three times the 
registered 275 actually lobbying at 
one time or another on the third 
floor. 

,Anyone who spends more than, 
eight hours a month and receives 
payment to lobby or represent an 
interest, must register with the 
Secretary of State and pay his $30.

Taxpayers: can help speed up | 

the pro¢essing of their tax return j 


‘ 


suring the accuracy of several 
items on the return, J. J. Jennings, 
Director of the Augusta Internal 
Revenue Service District, has said. 

Taxpayers should make sure 
their addresses and social security 
numbers ‘on their returns are cor- 
rect and legible. 

To insure accurate addresses 
and social security numbers, the 
‘taxpayer should use the peel-off 
label ‘attached to his or her pack- 
age. The label, which appears on 


the cover of the tax package mail- e 
ed taxpayers, lists name, address, ° 


‘and social security number. If any 
of this information is incorrect, 
the taxpayers should make correc- 


- tions right on the label. 


‘Taxpayers who have moved since 
filing their tax returns should 
inform both the U. S. Postal Ser- 
vice and the IRS: Service Center 
where they filed their return of 
the new address. Otherwise, any 
refund due might not reach its 
destination. 

Married taxpayers filing a joint 
return should insure that two so- 
cial security numbers appear on 
the label. If only one number is 
shown, the other spouse’s number 
should be entered on the appropri- 
ate line, according to Jennings, 

Taxpayers can also insure a fas- 
ter refund by mailing their re- 
turn in the coded envelope also 
included with the tax package and 
making sure they have attached 
all W-2 forms and required sched- 
ules and forms, Jennings added.
